I what I presumed the facts to be—the 
government Is aiding farmers to con- 
struct transmission lines to the near- 
est generating plant, in our case, the 
municipal plant of Hope. 


It doesn't involve building any gen- | 


crating plants, and it is mainly a co- 
operative proposition. 


Not only the farmers, bul the Hope- 


city council and the local plant man- 
agement should study Mr. Flynn's at- 
ticle and sec whether there isn't some- 
thing profitable in this for our own 
farming community. Hope has the 
only generating plant in our region. 
No private power company is likely to 
extend help to the farmers, because 
of the long haul and the absence of 
any highly profitable city trade—as 
both Hope and Prcscott enjoy muni- 
cipal plants.

number of farmers wnnt electric 
power. Some miles away is a city 
with a private electric power plant. 
The farmers want service, but the 
private company is not willing to 
build lines out to them . . . the 
company can not sec a profit here. 
But some of the farmers want 
power and are willing to pay for 
it—take the risk. Therefore they 
have formed themselves into a lit- 
tle co-operative group, have gone 
to the company and offered to buy 
power from it at the nearest point 
on its lines . . . They need financ- 
ing. They hsk us to lend, the 
money to build the lines. . . . 


The technique of handling this, 


you sec, was in the formation of a 
little co-operative. It is not a pow- 
er company. It is jusl a bunch of 
consumers in a given neighborhood 
who banded themselves togelhcr to 
buy current at wholesale from the 
company.

Of course the Hope plant is owned 


by the people, and as a municipal pro- 
ject it is exempt from taxation, which 
a private power company is not. 


The Cily of Hope probably docs not 


have authority to sell electricity as a 
general rule beyond the city limits, 
nor could it do so on a wide scale 
without making the main plant sub- 
ject to taxation—unless the rural ser- 
vice were separated from the city 
.service. 


This mipht be accomplished by the 


city organizing a rural corporation to 
buy power wholesale from the mu- 
nicipal plant. It would all he the same 
thing—the right hand buying from the 
left hand—hut. it would enable the 
city to obtain a certificate of public 
convenience from the stale to sell 
electricity out in the county, and fur- 
thermore .it would restrict taxation to 
only that part of the system which 
was outside the city limits. 


Certainly this is something the city 


government should look into.

In addition to these scientific inves- 


tigatioas there are, of course, the opin- 
ions of doctors who regularly treat pa- 
tients with tuberculosis diseases.

him back to run the ranch, but he 
didn't stay long. 


He set off in a cattle boat to be a 


gauncho in the Argentine. And wound 
up in South Africa breaking horses 
at $10 a month for the British army, , 
which was just concluding its war j 
against the Boers. 


That war over, Rogers was broke 


and jobless. He joined up with a 
travleing wild west show, demonstra- 
ting the peculiar American style of 
roping as "The Cherokee 
Kid." On 


through South Africa. New Zealand, 
Australia, trouped these gypsies of 
the show business. 


His companies of early years have 


spoken little. Will Rogers, youthful 
cbwpuncher of those days, was a lone 
wolf. And it was as a lone wolf that 
he landed in an Francisco after years 
of this lonely globe trotting, broke. 


Show-business, trouping, gypsying, 


was in his blood by now; and he trans- 
ferred his skill 
to the 
vaudeville 


stage. He toured the 
little 
Texas 


towns on a cheap vaudeville circuit, 
doing his act before 30 or 40 people 
in dismal "opry" houses. It was a 
lonely life. 


Main Street to Broadway 


There were years of it, and they 


put into Will Rogers the thing that 
could make him say "I have traveled 
alone and done things alone." 


Gradually he worked up into the 


top vaudeville circuits, "Keith Time." 
And it was only then that he felt 
able to marry Betty Blake, the Ark- 
ansas girl he had known ever since 
the family moved, to Oklahoma. 


Mrs. Rogers went with him when 


he finally reached that pinnacle of 
vaudeville success, the Palace Theater 
in New York. In a modest little hotel 
she waited while Will went across to 
the theater to do his ropjng act. still 
practically unmarked by the running 
fire of comment that later made him 
famous. Even with the girl he loved 
behind him, that was a lonely life 
too, for the Oklahoma cowboy plump- 
ed down on the sidewalks of Ngw 
York.
